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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection 
under Smith et al. are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments state that the L matrix compensation coefficient L is not Applicant's claimed 
"converter" since Applicant states, the L matrix does not rotate the x and y-axes based on the tilt angles. Examiner disagrees. The L 
matrix is calculated using the Hmeas, which is a measurement, based on the accelerometer values (it is noted that accelerometers 
measure the magnetic field with respect to each of the axes and therefore, calculate a tilt with respect to each of the three axes) (Col 2, 
lines 21-35). Applicant also argues that Smith et al. does not teach a primary azimuth calculator and an azimuth error angle extracting 
unit. Examiner disagrees. The Hearth is the accurate estimated value for the Earth's true magnetic field, thus it contains the primary 
azimuth and the error is extracted from the value in order to have an accurate value. The microprocessor 522 and software 524 are used 
in calculating Hearth and in extracting the error in order to produce an accurate output .
